). AS YOU ARE AWARE, THE TRICKLE OF EAST GERKAN REFUGEES INTO 
WEST 8ERUN CONTINUES. AS A 8Y -PRODUCT OF OUR NORMAL DEBRIEFING 
OF REFUGEES FALLING WITHIN OUR REFERRAL CRITERIA WE HAVE ACCUMULATED 
NAMES, AOORESSES AND OTHER RELATED BIOGRAPHICAL DATA ON WEST GERMAN 
RELATIVES OR FRIENDS OF SEVERAL RECENT REFUGEES. IT HAS OCCURRED TO 
US THAT WEST GERMANS IN THIS CATEGORY MIGHT BE WORTH ASSESSING AS 
POSSIBLE CANDIDATES FOR COURIER OR LIVE DROP DUTIES. FROM OUR DIS- 
CUSSIONS WITH FOB OFFICERS WORKING IN THE CATRANSIT AND CABATON 
FIELDS WE ARE AWARE OF YOUR DIFFICULTIES IN ''GETTING YOUR FOOT IN 
THE DOOR" OF A PROSPECTIVE COURIER OR ACCOMMODATION ADDRESS LEAD. 

WE SUBMIT THE FOLLOWING PROPOSAL AS ONE POSSIBLE METHOD OF MAKING 
THE ALL-IMPORTANT INITIAL CONTACT WITH A REASONABLE -SOUND I NG AND 
TO A CERTAIN EXTENT BACKED UP COVER STORY. 

2. PROPOSED EXPLOITATION OF WEST GERMAN RELATIVES AND FRIENDS 
OF RECENT REFUGEES - 
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A. BOB WILL CONTINUE TO EXTRACT FROM ALL REFUGEES AS MUCH 
BASIC BIOGRAPHICAL DATA AND OTHER USEFUL INFORMATICW AS POSSIBLE 

ON WEST GERMAN RESIDENTS RELATED TO OR V«LL KNOWN TO THE REFUGEES 
INTERVIEWED. 

B. WE WILL FORWARD SUCH DATA PERIODICALLY TO FOB WHERE 
EMA TRACES CAN BE RUN TO VERIFY BASIC BIOGRAPHIC DATA AND ASCERTAIN 
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THC CURRENT ADDRESS. /IT OFTEN HAPPENS THAT THE REFUGEE IS ONLY 
AWARE OF AN OLD ADDRESS OR DOES NOT KNOW TOO MANY PERSONAL DETAILS 
ON AN INDIVIDUAL WITH WHOM HE MAY HAVE ONLY BEEN IN SPORADIC MAIL 
CONTACT AND MAY NOT HAVE SEEN FOR A NUMBER QF YEARS,/ 

C. FOLLOWING RECEIPT OF EMA CHECK AN FOB CASE OFFICER 
COULD APPROACH THE WEST GERMAN. IDENTIFYING HIMSELF AS AN AMERICAN 
OFFICIAL, AND INFORM THE LEAD THAT HIS RELATIVE OR FRIEND /THE 
REFUGEE/ HAD RECENTLY FLED TO WEST BERLIN AND HAD GIVEN THE LEAD'S 
NAME V^IILE PROCESSING THROUGH BERLIN REFUGEE CHAW4ELS /A FACT WHICH 
IN MANY CASES WILL BE KN0M4 TO THE LEAD, THUS HELPING ESTABLISH THE 
CASE OFFICER'S BONA FIOES/. THE CASE OFFICER COULD STATE THAT HE 
IS INTERESTED IN VERIFYING THE BACKGROUND, ESCAPE STORY AND GENERAL 
BONAFIDES OF THE REFUGEE, HENCE THE VISIT. IN THE ENSUING DIS- 
CUSSION THE CASE OFFICER MAY BE ABLE TO ELICIT SUFFICIENT INFORMATION 
ENABLING HIM TO DETERMINE IF THE INDIVIDUAL APPEARS TO HAVE POTENTIAL 
AS A LETTER DROP OR COURIER AGENT CANDIDATE. 

D. IF THE CASE OFFICER'S ASSESSMENT IS FAVORABLE, FULL 
FIELD AND HEADQUARTERS TRACES AND POA COULD BE REQUESTED. 

E. ON RECEIPT OF POA A FOLLOW-UP CONTACT COULD BE UNDER- 
TAKEN BY THE SAME CASE OFFICER WITH AN APPROPRIATE COVER STORY. 

OR ANOTHER CASE OFFICER COULD BE INSERTED AND HE COULD STATE THAT 
THE LEAD'S NAME HAD BEEN PASSED TO HIM BY THE FIRST AMERICAN AS 
BEING RELIABLE, TRUSTWORTHY, ETC. AND POSSIBLY WILLING TO ASSIST 
HIM IN HELPING PEOPLE BEHIND THE IRON CURTAIN, ETC. /OR ANY SUITABLE 
VARIANT COVER STORY TO LURE THE LEAD INTO ACCEPTING INITIAL RE- 
CRUITMENT/.
